Department of Public Safety Of 
ficer Robert Vastola, charged by 
an iranian student with har 
rassment based on nationality 
denied the charges Monday and 
said the student was “grabbing at 
straws.” 

CSUS senior Mohammad Ali 
Bahramzaden had charged Vas- 
tola with using unnecessary force 
while arresting him. Bahramzadeh 
also claimed Vastoia insulted him 
while transporting him to the 
county jail 

‘He (Bahramsadeh) is in trouble 
and is probably looking for @ way 
out,” Vastola said “| don't know 
why he said those 


things Baliramzaden's charges 
stem from an arrest that occured 


on campus last Monday. Vastola 
had taken Reza Rashidy into cus-

After Rashidy had been placed 
in the back seat of Vastola's squad 
car, Bahramzadeh came over and

Need for exams stresse 


Now | know dit'erent majors have different re 
quirements. Some require more units within the 
chosen fieid Other majors state the need of a minor 
to fully satisfy the auspices of the department. But to 
Suggest that the Writing Proficiency Examination 
also should be placed within the confines of in 
dividual majors and departments is absurd 

Just imagine, what might happen if learning to 
write proficiently were made the responsibility of 
each department Professors would have to start giv- 
ing more in - class essay tests. Then they would have 
to acquire the English skills necessary to properly 
grade each student's paper Professors are already 
overworked, and this system would only take up 
more of thier valubie time.

quired. They should not be penalized now for our 
educational system's past shortcomings 

Some might argue that the weight of the res- 
ponsibility Could be placed solely on the English 
department. Perhaps another course could be re- 
quired for students majoring in ares that place little 
emphasis on writing. But then | thc ught that was one 
of the purposes of Eng::sh |A. Besides that sounds 4 
little like picking on the English department — blam- 
ing them for the inadequacies of the students. And 
i'm sure that particular faculty has enough to do in 
this area already; much too much to take on added 
wo/kioads from other department's students 

No. Best to leave it as it is. Students can always 
handle one more criterion. The Writing Proficiency 
Examination gives students a chance to be produc- 
tive on an otherwise wasted Saturday morning And 
what better way to spend another $5 than toward 
one's education 

Those students who manage to pass the exam 
show that the present system works at least 
sometimes. That's good enough to justify it. Those 
who fail — and many do — get to do the whole thing 
all over again. How lucky

But all is not rosy with Harris, and he seerns to be 
paying the price of his instant fame arJ media 
accessability, Recently an acquainta’ce at the 
USGS wrote that Harris had been listed as a 
vulcanologist on a national TV program and this dis 
turbs Harris. | am nota vulcanologist,” he exclaims 
‘lm a professor of humanities whose avocation is 
volcanoes. it is not something I've presented myself 
as | don't want my friends and acquaintances in the 
fieid to think that | was doing so.’ 

Harris feels that the situation is a product of 
unintentional oversight by the media. “They don't 
make mistakes maliciously but they make them in 
naste and lack of concern over technical accuracy 

Harris recently returned from Oregon where he 
was acting as technical advisor to a Hollywood film 
company, and he objected to the morbid use of the 
names of people killed in the eruption of the fic 
tionalized story He aiso considers the script very 
unscientific. “| have great reservations about it,” he 
says. “| may have to get my name taken off the 
credits 


He becomes reflective when he says: “It wasn'tso 
much an ego trip as it was just great being there to 
witness what was going on and be a part of it. | was 
always certain that if the volcano erupted, it would 
be three weeks after | was dead, but this one was 
good enough to erupt while | was relatively am 
bulatory | found it a very, very satisfying time.’
